During Address to 


A. C. B. School 


. Businei* and government are so 
closely related now that the civic- 
commercial organization secretary, 
dealing with busine»s men as ho 
doet, has a good opportunity to take 
part in the general, problems of re- 
construction," said C>s- Arthur M. 
Free,''California, to the students of 
the American City Bureau s.ummer 
school of community leadership this 
morning. 
' 


The speaker drew a rather gloomy 


picture of the difficulties which now 
confronted the government, andi wag 
not sparing in 'his criticisms of the 
wasteful system. 
He also had a 


number of 'recommendations to make 
for tho solution of tho&p problems, 
and, as he put it to the students: 


"Thing* don't just happen. They 


are made to happen. As community 
leaders, you must go out and work 
for tho economic betterment of your 
community. Lot us all forget class, 
and won't for the U. S. A." 


Cong. Free said in part: 
"This is. the 14th industrial de- 


pression we have had since the Civil 
war, and it is a recognized fact that 
were it not for the Federal Reserve 
system, we would have a money pan- 
ic as well. 


"This depression to 
which we 


must apply all our'powers, .has come 
about principally because all 
the 


countries are , involved. Although, 
wo are not as hard hit as some of 
the other countries, we are badly 
enough situated." 


The congressman then drew a pic- 


ture of business conditions. Steel, 
lie said, is operating at only 20 to 
30 per cent of its nor«l capacity. 
Coal is less in production by 25 to 
30 per cent. Nearly a million and 
a half bales less cotton was pro- 
duced in the year ending June 30 
:han the previous year. Tho rail- 
roads are on the verge of disorgan- 
ization. 


Exports have decreased by nearly 


one and three-quarter millions, while 
mpvts have increased 577 million. 
This, he pointed out, was a very bad 
jactor owing to the 
condition of 


cheap labor, subsidies, and the ex- 
change situation abroad. 


In his outline of measures that 


would give relief, he started oft* with 
a plea for efficiency in government. 


"A well-planned budget 
would 


save 112% million dollars. 
There 


should be a reduction in armament, 
and this would apply to all coun- 
tries, and what refunding of war 
lobt is done must be on a business 
jasis. The railroad question must 
>e solved, and a tariff made tMat will 
work. Efficiency of labor wust be 
ncreased and prices of material re- 
duced." 


The real solution, however, he be- 


ieved, lay in work, real, hard, work 
^or the interest of th.e government. 
That is where the Chamber of Com- 
merce came in.

Salaries'of high school teachers 


must be substantially increased for 
several years, even despite the past 
raises, to provide an adequate living 
and saving wage, the report-of the 
superintendent, of public instruction 
made public Wednesday, declares. 


This increas* will be neceisary to 


make the teaching profession more 
attractive to men who now make up 
less than one-third of. the total of 
3,085 hi£h school teachers in the 
state. That this condition should be 
changed, no one who has given the 
subject careful thotfght can doubt, 
the report says. 
The University of Wisconsin .pre- 


pared 22.7 per cent of the high school 
teachers at work in 1919-20 com- 
pared to 24.6 per cent m 1917-18; 
the normal schools prepared >37.4 
per cent in 1919-29, compared to 30.5 
in 1917-18; the- Wisconsin colleges 
prepared 13.7 per cent in 1919-29 
compared to 11.1. in 1917-18.. 


High schools are increasing in im- 


portance as 
educational 
agencies 


throughout Wisconsin.'report of the 
superintendent Wednesday shows. 
Enrollment 'rose on 1919-20 to o9,- 
382 from 51,388, a jump^of 15.5 per 
cent during the biennium. compared 
to an increase, of only 2.8 for the 
previous biennium. 


The past decade has brought about 


an attendance 114.2 per cent higher 
than during the previous ten years, 
a rate of increase greater than in 
the XT.

Morgan Teaches Lesson To President For Delay af Foreign War Loanlnterest^

OREIGN eovernments now owe 
this 
government on -money 


loaned to them during the war 


ELEVEN BILLION DOLLARS, prin- 
cipal and interest. . 


Our government is staggering un- 


der a war debt of its .own, aggre- 
gating MORE THAN TWICE THE 
AMOUNT of this foreign loan. Our 
Treasury'is forced to borrow money 
to meet its obligations. The commit- 
tees of Congress are pressed from all 
sides to reduce taxes. At the same 
time they are badgered to despera- 
tion, with' impossible official recom- 
mendations to find the necessary rev- 
enues to meet the extravagant and 
wasteful appropriations demanded by 
the Harding administration for the 
Army, the Navy, and the railroads. 


In the face of this deplorable situa- 


tion President Harding and his Secre-, 
tary of the Treasury, Mr. Mellon, are 
allowing our foreign debtors to pay at 
THEIR OWN CONVENIENCE,, if 
they are to pay at all, the BILLIONS 
OF PRINCIPAL they owe us, and are 
NEGLECTING
